OLD YORK ROAD. 


Farmers all along the line of tho 


Old York Koad in Warwick, Wur- 
minstor, Doylestown and Buckingham 
townships are becoming enthused over 
the movement to have this great higli- 
M'ay between Philadelphia and New 
York rebuilt, and the meeting: for that 
purpose held at Jamison, Saturday, 
was productive of good results. Higii- 
way Commissioner Hunter, who was 
present, made it thoroughly under- 
stood that there would lie no money 
available for the purpose for several 
years to come, so the citi/ens decided 
that it- would not bo advisable to wait 
for State aid and passed a resolution 
to have u committee confer with the 
respective supervisors and urge, them 
to rebuild the road according to plans 
to 
LK> approved by the Highway De- 


partment, even if it is necessary to 
bond the townships to get the money. 


J}y building the road according to 


approved plans the towinhips will bo 
assured of Stale aid for the mainte- 
nance of the road. 
IT they had fol- 


lowed the first impluse and repaired 
the road at a cost of about $lo<JO per 
mile there would have been nothing 
substjinti.il and no State aid coming 
in the end. 


It is the idea of the men interested 


to have the York Koad the eastern 
end of the great Statc-w kle highway 
which will cventuuiiy 1«? built, as 
well as to provide the farmers for 
miles along the road with a good 
highway over which to haul their 
products to market. 
It is pointed out 


that by rebuilding the road and get- 
ting Mich a road that uutomobilists 
will be attracted, many people 
M i l l 


be induced to build home* in this sec- 
tion, thereby increasing the valuation 
of the real estate, \\hich has fallen 
greatly since the road hut been in 
such deplorable condition. It 
will 


also result in enough tax to enable the 
townships to pay for the improve- 
ments. 


GRAND JURY SUPERFLUOUS.

MEDICAL ADVICE.

In describing the extent to wind 


concrete was employed in the con- 
struction of many of their more im- 
portant strut-tint's by the Komans, a 
writer states, in Cement Age, that in 
all the work he had examined tbe 
marks of the wood forms arc at all 
time's discernible, and especially is 
this so in the corridor of the house ol 
Augustus on tho Paiaiithie, where the 
grain of the wood can be clearly seen. 
These walls are some 24 foot above 
(lie ground level, and though tbe con- 
struction of the forms seems to have 
been carelessly done, the result is 
none the less interesting. Here it 
splendid opportunity to sec concrete 
and to leisurely inspect it from every 
(Mjiut of vantage. Above these con- 
crete foundations rose the Palace ol 
Augustus, formed of those stupendous 
walls and vaults of brick which heie, 
as elsewhere in Jiomc, thrust theii 
arches through the air with such poise 
and precision that they are to this day 
the admiration of every beholder ami 
gave to the Homans their proud posi- 
tion among the muster builders of the 
world. The structure of brick above 
these concrete walls has Hiccumbed U 
tho ravages of time and to the hand of 
the destroyer, but the concrete remains 
without n cnick or a fracture that 
could be discovered by careful and 
frequent examination. 
Its adhesion 


is perfect, and that there has not been 
the slightest disintegration of even the 
outside surface is attested by tlie faot 
tlmt the grain of the wood from the 
old forms may be seen in the concrete, 
though its imprint was maele over 
2000 years age. 


Some re-cent excavations at the Arch 


of Titus have disclosed the fact that 
this structure rests entirely upon a 
monolithic base of concrete, approxi- 
mately 4o feet long, 20 feet wide and 
12 feet deep. Tills foundation was 
poured into wooden frames exactly as 
we should elo it now, and when the 
concrete had set these wooden forms 
were removed. 


Directly in front of the ruins of the 


Temple of Julius is a large concrete 
base iu which also the vertical marks 
of tho wooden forms can lie clearly 
seen. The excavations here do not 
permit a view of this entire structure, 
but enough of it appears to give a fair 
idea of iu state of preservation, which 
Is perfect. There is not a crack or 
fracture in it, and though located in a 
marshy part of the Forum, it shows 
no effect from the moisture to which 
it has been subject for so many cen- 
turies. —Philadelphia .Record.

the Federal government Is planning 
to stock tlie Dehnvnre river with Eu- 
ropean sturgeon and other food fish.

are the JJuuube sturgeon, 


which grow rapidly to weigh half 
ton. They tire more prolific aud hardy 
tluin the Delaware 
river sturgeon, 


which once filled this stream to the 
extent that they were used for fertili- 
zer. Several thousand European sterlet 
will also 'be introduced, in the hope 
that this variety will take the place 
of the shad, which arc diminishing 
in numbers every year. The sterlet Is 
i hardy fish, more prolific than the 
herring, and more toothsome, so me 
say, than shad. It is claimed that the 
experipient will he made within a 
few weeks.

The river Indus In width during the 


year may vary by miles. Traffic for 
long distances cannot bo guaranteed 
because the ever shifting 
channel 


throws up mud flats and sand banks 
here and overwhelms good land there 
In a manner which defeats the wis- 
dom of the ancient boatmen. 


With the Indus, too. It is not merely 


n question of land or water. There it 
always a gamble as to the kind of 
land which the river will recede from. 
In one place It will leave magnificent 
soil ready at once to take a splendid 
crop of wheat even If the wiuter rains, 
as is too often the case, amount to 
nothing. In another the grfcter mois- 
ture will only allow leguminous plants 
of country peas nnd pulses. In the 
dampest oozo of depressions a plant 
caller shamuka Is produced, of little 
value save as fodder, but beautiful 
with its bright green color and excel- 
lent to the sportsman as an attraction 
to flocks of gray and bar headed 
gees«. Other lands again will grow 
nothing but long reeds and low tama- 
risk scrub. These, if properly placed In 
the neighborhood of fields, have their 
value as preserves for black par- 
tridges and hare, but for utilitarian 
purposes can only provide materials 
for hunting or at best give employ- 
ment to the makers of fan handles; 
but, 
alas, there Is the possibility that

nnd the Indus 1ms n bad reputation for 
the amount of sand It carries. Native 
lore gives the river the title of "fllle 
de Jole."—Allahabad Pioneer.

THE FIRST STEAMSHIPS. 


Screw Propellers Did Not Come Into 


Use Until 1850. 


"Wo are prone to smile at the 


irchalc prototypes of our modern 
steamships," writes Gustav H. Schwab 
in Harper's Weekly, "at their diminu- 
tive size, their clumsy build, their 
huge paddle boxes and their single 
slender smoke pipe, but we do not stop 
to think of the few brave men of 
those days who, undaunted by the op- 
position and ridicule of most of their 
fellows, persisted In their efforts to 
supplant sail by steam and who finally 
by sheer pluck ana perseverance suc- 
ceeded In these efforts." 


The Savannah, which crossed the 


Atlantic in 1819, jvas a full rigged 
packet ship to which had been added 
n email one cylinder steam engine 
turning two [raddle wheels, which were 
set In motion in smooth -water when 
the wind failed 
For two-thirds of the 


way across the Savannah depended 
solely upon her sails. In 1833 the 
Koyal William made the passage In 
twcnty-flve days, under steam the 
whole tray. In 1837 the Great West- 
ern was constructed, but her unusual 
length of 230 feet gave rise to many 
apprehensions as to her safety. The 
first screw steamship was built In 
1S50, and el?ht years later the Bremen 
made the passage in fifteen days. In 
1802 the Scotia cut down the time 
from Queenstown to less than nine 
days. From that time on the record 
has been gradually reduced. 


The Characteristic National Meal. 
It is not only In Scotland that break- 


fast Is the characteristic national meal. 
Travel where you may, the first meal 
of the day is the one that strikes the 
foreign note, luncheon and dinner hav- 
ing gradually absorbed cosmopolitan 
Qualities that are not even confined to 
hotels. But you never feel so much of 
an Englishman as when Switzerland 
gives you rolls and butter and honey 
and nothing more with your coffee or 
when France makes this into one ex- 
quisite crumbling "croissant," with an 
inch or two from a yard long loaf, or 
when Denmark adds cream Instead of 
milk to the coffee and a dangerous 
piece of pastry to tho black bread and 
round white roll. 
Yet our English 


breakfast became an Institution only 
in the eighteenth century. Before that 
only royalty breakfasted off moat 
bread and cheese and ale 
The com- 


moner, such as Pepys, took merely a 
morning draft of buttered ale.—Lon- 
don Chronicle.
